Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1  have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  the  89th  Annual  Report 
on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  your  district  for 
the  year  1966. 

According  to  the  Registrar  General’s  mid-year  estimate  there 
was  a  further  slight  drop  in  the  population,  from  35,280  to  35,200. 
The  vital  statistics  reveal  a  rise  in  the  live  birth  rate  from  15.59 
to  15.91.  This  rate,  after  adjustment  by  the  comparability  factor 
supplied  by  the  Registrar  General,  is  16.38,  which  compares  with 
a  rate  of  17.7  for  England  and  Wales.  There  was  a  considerable 
reduction  in  the  number  of  stillbirths,  giving  a  rate  of  8.85  which 
is  much  lower  than  the  national  rate  of  21.35.  The  very  low 
infant  mortality  rate  which  obtained  in  1965  was  not  repeated 
and  the  rate  increased  from  10.9  to  21.43.  This  compares  with 
a  rate  of  19.0  for  England  and  Wales.  The  majority  of  infant 
deaths  were  again  caused  by  congenital  malformations  and  pre¬ 
maturity.  There  was  quite  an  increase  in  the  general  death  rate 
from  14.74  to  16.33  and  the  adjusted  rate  of  15.35  compares 
unfavourably  with  the  national  rate  of  11.7. 

The  position  as  regards  infectious  disease  may  be  viewed 
with  some  satisfaction.  The  incidence  of  scarlet  fever,  dysentery, 
and  measles  was  considerably  reduced  and  the  total  number  of 
notifications  was  well  below  the  previous  year’s  figure.  One  case 
of  suspected  diphtheria  was  notified  but  on  investigation  was 
found  to  be  a  case  of  tonsillitis. 

The  part  of  the  report  dealing  with  the  sanitary  circum¬ 
stances  of  your  district  contains  much  of  interest.  I  would  draw 
attention  to  the  section  on  housing,  with  particular  reference  to 
the  progress  made  with  clearance  areas  in  East  Howie.  The 
detailed  report  on  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act, 
1963,  is  also  of  interest,  showing  as  it  does  the  mount  of  work 
involved  and  the  results  obtained.  In  general  it  may  be  said  in 
respect  of  the  environment  health  services  that  the  year  was  one 
of  steady  progress. 

In  conclusion  I  again  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to 
the  Council  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  for  their  continued 
courtesy  and  to  thank  Mr.  Curry  and  the  staff  of  the  Health 
Department  for  their  assistance  in  preparing  this  report  and  for 
their  willing  co-operation  throughout  the  year.

Main  Industries  and  Employment. 

Apart  from  the  continued  decline  in  the  coal  mining  industry 
occasioned  by  the  cessation  of  production  at  Dean  and  Chapter 
Colliery,  the  industrial  structure  of  the  district  remained  much 
the  same.  Coal  mining,  coke  production,  agriculture,  limestone 
quarrying,  general  engineering,  building  and  clothing  manufacture 
continued  to  be  the  chief  industries,  whilst  hospitals,  public 
transport  services  and  local  government  authorities  employed 
fairly  large  numbers  of  persons. 

Separate  statistics  for  the  district  are  not  available  from  the 
employment  exchanges  at  Spennymoor,  Stockton  and  Wingate, 
each  of  which  covers  a  part  of  the  district,  and  it  is  therefore 
difficult  to  assess  accurately  the  employment  situation.  From 
the  information  supplied  by  the  exchanges,  however,  there  is  no 
doubt  that  a  sharp  rise  in  the  level  of  unemployment  followed  the 
economic  measures  taken  in  July. 

The  National  Coal  Board  was  able  to  offer  alternative  em¬ 
ployment  to  the  majority  of  redundant  miners  on  transfer  to  other 
mines  within  daily  travelling  distance.  The  Government  Training 
Centres  at  Tursdale  and  Billingham  have  done  a  great  deal  to 
increase  the  number  of  skilled  tradesmen  and  offer  courses  of 
training  in  a  wide  variety  of  skills.  Work  on  the  new  Durham 
Motorway  continued  to  provide  employment  for  some  people 
residing  in  the  district.

There  was  little  change  in  the  relative  positions  of  the  main 
causes  of  death.  The  principal  causes  were  heart  disease,  cancer, 
pneumonia  and  bronchitis,  and  diseases  of  the  blood  vessels  of 
the  brain.

The  County  Council  provides  a  free  ambulance  service  for 
persons  in  the  area  for  whom  ambulance  transport  is  necessary. 
In  an  emergency  any  responsible  person  may  summon  an 
ambulance  by  telephone  by  asking  to  be  connected  to  the  nearest 
ambulance  message  receiving  centre  (no  telephone  number  need 
be  given).  As  a  general  rule,  however,  requests  for  the  use  of  an 
ambulance  should  originate  from  hospitals,  doctors,  nurses,  mid¬ 
wives,  dentists  or  the  police.  A  doctor  in  attendance  may  give  a 
patient  or  a  relative  a  note  certifying  in  advance  the  need  for 
ambulance  transport  and  this  certificate  should  be  posted  or  taken 
to  the  nearest  ambulance  message  receiving  centre.

Improvement  Grants 

Since  the  introduction  of  Standard  Grants  for  improving  older 
houses  by  the  provision  of  five  standard  amenities,  or  such  of 
them  as  are  lacking,  218  houses  have  been  improved  with  the  aid 
of  such  grants.  Eighteen  houses  improved  during  the  year  under

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The  Council  themselves  have  also  taken  advantage  of  the 
Impovement  Grants  Scheme  and  have  obtained  the  Minister’s 
approval  for  grants  to  improve  their  dwellings  which  lacked 
amenities.  Twenty-one  Council  dwellings  were  improved  during 
1966  with  the  aid  of  standard  grants. 

During  the  year  47  houses  were  improved  with  the  aid  of 
discretionary  grants. 


Living  Vans 

Twelve  site  are  licensed  under  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control 
of  Development  Act,  1960,  but  only  five  were  occupied  during  the 
year  under  review.  Informal  action  was  taken  against  seven 
persons  for  stationing  caravans  on  unauthorised  sites.  The  cara¬ 
vans  were  removed  without  the  need  for  statutory  action.  A  large 
number  of  caravans  have  been  temporarily  sited  within  the  district 
to  accommodate  motorway  construction  workers  and  their  families. 


Drainoge  and  Sewoge  Disposal. 

The  Council,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1961,  provides  a  service  to  all  property  owners  and  occupiers  for 
the  purpose  of  clearing,  but  not  repairing  or  maintaining,  all 
drains.  Many  choked  and  blocked  drains  have  been  speedily 
and  efficiently  cleared  without  the  delays  and  frustration  often 
encountered  previously,  and  without  the  threat  of  recourse  to 
statutory  action. 

Works  of  maintenance  have  been  carried  out  during  the 
year  on  the  various  sewage  works  throughout  the  area. 

Mainsforth  new  sewage  scheme  and  Sedgefield  sewage  works 
extension  were  completed  during  the  year.  All  houses  at  Mains¬ 
forth  Village  previously  served  by  septic  tanks  were  connected  to 
the  new  sewerage  system. 


Sanitary  Conversions. 

Once  again  there  was  a  poor  response  to  the  offer  by  the 
Council  of  a  grant  of  50  per  cent,  of  the  actual  cost  incurred 
in  any  sanitary  conversion  scheme,  but  the  few  remaining 
properties  are  so  cited  that  conversion  is  very  costly  and  even 
with  the  aid  of  a  generous  grant  the  owners  still  have  to  face 
considerable  expenditure. 
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Public  Cleansing. 

The  whole  of  the  district,  except  for  certain  of  the  outlying 
farms  and  cottages  well  away  from  normal  routes,  was  provided 
with  a  regular  refuse  collection  service. 

During  the  year  a  larger  type  refuse  vehicle  was  purchased 
and  this  resulted  in  a  complete  reorganisation  of  the  refuse  collec¬ 
tion  service.  The  number  of  refuse  vehicles  operating  was  reduced 
from  eight  to  six. 

Disposal  of  refuse  was  by  controlled  tipping  in  two  disused 
quarries  in  the  district  and  during  the  year  eight  cleansing  vehicles 
were  on  full-time  collection. 

Trade  refuse  is  collected  on  request,  for  which  a  charge  of 
6d.  per  bin  is  made. 

Street  cleansing  is  carried  out  in  conjunction  with  Durham 
County  Council.  Sedgefield  R.D.C.  has  taken  over  the  responsi¬ 
bility  for  periodic  emptying  of  litter  bins  in  lay-byes  adjoining 
classified  roads. 

Throughout  the  district  all  household  refuse,  which  is  held  to 
include  discarded  mattresses,  furniture  and  other  bulky  household 
articles,  is  collected  free  of  charge.  In  spite  of  this,  unsightly 
rubbish  is  still  deposited  on  vacant  land  and  in  the  hedgerows 
alongside  the  country  roads. 


Offices,  Shops  ond  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963. 

Work  under  this  Act  has  proceeded  steadily  throughout  the 
year.  Very  few  premises  were  found  that  did  not  require  some 
work  to  be  carried  out  in  order  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of 
the  Act. 

No  accidents  were  notified. 

Attention  was  drawn  to  various  contraventions  and  remedial 
action  was  requested.  The  following  detailed  analysis  was  included 
in  the  report  to  the  Ministry  of  Labour.

ANNUAL  REPORT 
1966. 


A  major  effort  was  made  to  complete  the  initial  inspections 
but  on  a  final  account  only  96.8  per  cent,  of  the  registered  pre¬ 
mises  had  been  covered.  This  was  due  to  the  discovery  of  18 
premises  of  a  small  nature  which  had  not  registered  simply  because 
the  occupiers  didn’t  think  it  was  necessary  for  them  to  register, 
and  conversely  premises  which  had  registered  had  changed  circum¬ 
stances  and  were  not  now  registerable. 

The  changes  account  for  the  fact  that  in  1965  it  was  reported 
that  the  total  number  of  registered  premises  was  217  and  yet  in 
the  1966  return  it  is  reported  that  there  are  218  registered  premises 
and  also  that  there  have  been  22  new  registrations  in  the  year. 

Sixty-eight  premises  fell  short  of  the  requirements  of  the  Act 
and  Regulations  made  thereunder  out  of  a  total  of  154  premises 
inspected.  In  the  68  premises,  244  defects  were  noted,  which  is 
about  an  average  of  3^  defects  per  premises;  these  faults  were 
practically  through  the  range  of  Sections  but  most  frequent  were 
no  abstract,  temperature,  floors,  stairs,  etc.,  and  cleanliness,  with 
sanitary  accommodation  and  first  aid  faults  following  close  behind. 
Faults  in  lighting  requirements  were  much  fewer  than  in  the  pre¬ 
vious  year. 

One  hundred  and  fifty  four  premises  have  been  inspected  this 
year  and  out  of  this  figure  86  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.  Of 
the  remaining  68,  244  contraventions  were  observed.  They  were

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WATER  SUPPLIES. 

The  bulk  of  the  water  in  this  area  is  supplied  by  the  Durham 
County  Water  Board,  and  their  two  main  sources  are  upland 
surface  water  and  deep  mine  water.  The  upland  water  is  treated 
in  plants  outside  this  area,  whereas  the  deep  mine  water  is  softened 
and  purified  in  the  Water  Board’s  treatment  plant  at  Mainsforth 
Colliery.  The  fluoride  content  of  the  water  from  each  of  these 
sources  is  0.1  and  1.0  part  per  million  respectively. 

Part  of  Stillington  Parish  is  supplied  with  water  by  the  Tees 
Valley  Water  Board,  and  a  small  number  of  households  in  Rushy- 
ford  obtain  water  from  a  private  supply  belonging  to  the  Windle- 
stone  Estates.  With  an  odd  exception  all  premises  within  the 
area  have  a  direct  piped  supply. 

The  Durham  County  Water  Board  Derwent  Valley  scheme 
is  completed  and  filling  up,  and  expected  to  be  fully  operative 
early  in  1967.  When  this  happens  the  deep  mine  (Mainsforth) 
supply  will  be  discontinued. 

Some  concern  was  registered  regarding  quantity  and  quality 
of  water  supplied  to  Sedgefield  village.  Constant  disruptions  of 
the  supply  were  generally  attributed  to  works  associated  with  the 
new  motorway.  On  resumption  of  supply  the  quality  was  such 
that  innumerable  complaints  were  received.  A  deputation  from 
the  Council  met  the  Water  Board  and  it  was  arranged  for  a  new 
lOin.  main  to  be  provided  for  the  Sedgefield  supply  and  the  local 
mains  to  be  thoroughly  flushed.  The  main  is  not  yet  completed 
but  is  in  progress.  A  certain  amount  of  flushing  has  been  carried 
out  and  resulted  in  a  quite  reasonable  quality  of  water  being 
provided  towards  the  end  of  the  year,  and  the  completion  of  this 
main  should  increase  the  quantity.  A  sample  of  the  mains 
deposit  at  Sedgefield  was  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  and 
the  following  is  the  result —

The  above  results  confirm  that  the  deposit  is  a  normal  mains 
silt  consisting  of  a  mixture  of  finely-divided  clay  particles,  mineral 
matter  and  vegetable  debris.  The  quantity  of  the  silt  in  the 
sample  is  surprisingly  large  and  it  seems  obvious  that  the  mains 
are  in  need  of  flushing  out. 

Eight  samples  from  the  Sedgefield  village  supply,  taken  from 
various  points  at  different  dates,  were  submitted  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  at  Middlesbrough  for  bacteriological  examina¬ 
tion  and  in  all  cases  coliform  bacilli  was  less  than  1  and  bact.  coli. 
(type  1)  was  less  than  1. 

Regarding  the  rest  of  the  district,  everything  was  generally 
satisfactory,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  complaints  of  dirty 
water  at  Chilton.  The  mains  in  this  area  were  flushed  and  no 
more  complaints  were  received.  Samples  were  submitted  to  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  and  all  gave  satisfactory  results. 

Any  information  with  regard  to  the  quality  of  the  water 
before  treatment  can  be  obtained  directly  from  the  Durham 
County  Water  Board  and  Tees  Valley  Water  Board  and  there¬ 
fore  no  samples  were  taken  by  this  Authority.

This  is  a  moderately  hard  water  with  a  high  level  of  dissolved 
salts,  mainly  sodium  sulphate  and  sodium  chloride,  which  may 
cause  an  efflorescence  on  pipe  joints  or  other  points  of  leakage. 
The  water  is  of  a  high  hygenic  standard  and  in  the  event  of  a 
satisfactory  bacteriological  report  it  may  be  accepted  as  wholesome. 

Twenty-three  bacteriological  samples  of  water  were  taken 
during  the  year.  All  the  samples  except  one  gave  a  bact.  coli. 
result  of  less  than  1.  The  bad  sample  was  from  a  private  source 
supplying  one  household  of  three  adults,  and  they  have  been 
advised  to  boil  all  water  for  domestic  consumption.

Infectious  Diseases

bacteriological  examination,  and  food  handlers  were  checked 
upon  when  known  to  have  been  contacts  of  either  suspected  or 
positive  cases.

The  majority  of  the  above  premises  are  of  the  house  and  shop 
type  and  are  run  by  the  family  without  outside  assistance. 
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Routine  shop  inspections  were  carried  out  periodically  during 
the  year.  The  general  standard  of  hygiene  was  satisfactory. 


Regular  visits  were  made  to  the  12  slaughterhouses  in  the 
area,  and  100  per  cent,  inspection  of  animals  slaughtered  was 
maintained.  One  slaughterhouse  closed  at  the  end  of  the  year. 


The  statistics  show  that  the  high  quality  of  meat  slaughtered 
in  this  area  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year.  Only  one 
carcase,  that  of  a  pig,  was  condemned  out  of  4,961  animals 
inspected,  ail  other  condemnations  being  concerned  only  with 
offal  and  localised  conditions  which  in  no  way  affected  either  the 
quality  of  the  meat  or  its  fitness  for  human  consumption.

MILK  SUPPLIES. 

All  milk  consumed  in  the  area  is  supplied  in  sealed  containers 
from  pasteurising  plants  situated  outside  the  district.  There  are 
therefore  no  premises  registered  as  dairies  in  this  district. 

The  bulk  of  the  milk  is  obtained  either  from  the  Milk 
Marketing  Board’s  plant  at  Langley  Bridge,  Durham,  or  from 
Co-operative  Societies  and  is  pasteurised,  tuberculin  tested,  or 
sterilised. 

Some  untreated  Channel  Island  Milk  is  sold  in  the  district, 
but  only  a  very  minute  quantity,  through  a  large  dairy  situated 
outside  the  district.  Four  samples  of  this  milk  were  taken  for  full 
biological  examination  and  all  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.

Atmospheric  Pollution. 

Five  standard  deposit  gauges  are  installed  within  the  area,  one  on  the  Council  housing  estate  at  Ferry- 
hill,  one  in  the  built  up  area  between  Old  Cornforth  and  West  Cornforth,  one  at  Mainsforth,  one  at  Trimdon 
and  one  at  Fishburn.  The  deposit  gauges  at  Trimdon  and  Fishburn  became  operational  on  the  1st  December, 
1966.  The  following  table  shows  the  monthly  average  analysis  readings  for  the  gauges  during  1966 — 
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The  average  readings  for  1966  of  undissolved  solids  were  lower  for  Cornforth  and  Mainsforth  than  the 
1965  figures,  whereas  there  was  a  slight  increase  in  the  average  at  Ferry  hill.

The  principal  rodenticide  used  in  the  district  is  Warfarin. 
This  poison  is  known  as  an  “anticoagulant”  because  its  main 
action  on  rodents  is  to  prevent  the  blood  from  clotting  with  the 
result  that  rats  and  mice  eating  it  tend  to  die  of  internal  and 
external  bleeding.  Warfarin,  against  rats  and  mice,  is  used  at  a 
concentration  at  which  these  rodents  are  killed  only  if  they  feed 
from  the  bait  for  a  number  of  days.  With  each  treatment,  therefore, 
several  visits  are  necessary. 

Later  in  the  year  Alphakil  was  used  for  the  eradication  of 
mice.  This  poison  has  the  effect  of  lowering  the  body  temperature 
which  results  in  death.  It  was  found  to  be  effective  and  also 
reduces  the  number  of  visits. 

During  the  year  274  complaints  were  dealt  with  and  all 
received  immediate  attention.  Routine  periodic  visits  were  also 
made  to  Council  properties,  particularly  refuse  tips  and  sewage 
works. 

A  charge  is  made  to  the  occupiers  of  business  and  agricultural 
properties  at  which  treatm^ents  are  undertaken  by  the  Council’s 
rodent  operators  but  infestations  in  and  around  dwelling  houses 
are  dealt  with  free  of  charge. 


NOISE  ABATEMENT.
